While still 20,000 feet 
above the ground the aviator re­ 
gaining his presence of mind righted 
the plane and sailed down to a 
graceful landing on McCook field. 
When attendants rushed to the 
machine after he had landed, they 
found him sitting erect in his plane 
blinded and unconscious. 
His eye 
halls had been frozen, the temper­ 
ature at the height to which he had 
ascended 
being approximately 
67 
degrees below zero. 
The mark set by Major Schroeder 
again gives him a record which 
Rohlfs made on July 30, 1919 at an 
official altitude of 30,300 feet and 
later increased to 31,000 feet.

Castle, a French pilot who was cred­ 
ited with an unofficial record of 
33,137 feet.

From Oklahoma Farmer: 
For more than IO years we hare 
been trying to formulate a system 
of agricultural instruction for the 
farm boys and girls that would vi­ 
talize their tasks at home and at 
school by bringing the school work 
to bear on those eminently real and 
material things that they meet in 
their daily lives. We have tried to 
knock a lot of the dream stuff out 
of the courses and let the schools 
tell the naked truth about life and 
its problems, so that students will 
not be deceived by the glittering 
lights of the city nor misled re­ 
garding the possibilities and limi­ 
tations of life Ut the open country. 
Perhaps we have been a little 
impatient in this. Large pieces of 
machinery have been set in motion 
aud immense quantities of material 
have been accumulated, without a 
corresponding effort being made to 
mass the machinery into a gigantic 


unit or to systematize the material 
for efficient use. 
Teachers who have received Ut* 
tie training in some phases of the 
work have made a sincere effort to 
give instruction in the fundament­ 
als of country life and the business 
of farming, often without any know- 
HARD 
TASK ,edg:e of how such things work out 
in practice. For this reason rural 
teachers have generally not felt 
competent to take the lead in thing* 
agricultural outside of the school 
room. 
Better Co-operation is Needed

SHIPOWNERS TYRANNIZED 


General Manager Haines of the Pacific Steamship Com­ 
pany of Seattle recently told the Senate committee on Com­ 
merce that shipowners do not run the ships any longer but 
the Seaman’s unions run them under the provisions of the 
LaFollette Seaman’s Act. 
He told how one man of a crew at Astoria held up a 
ship ready to sail and made the government lose $5,000 by 
delay and time it took to replace the man who under the law 
could quit after signing for the trip. 
The law requires that fifty per cent of the wages due 
must be paid every five days on demand and an American 
ship was shanghaied and tied up for five days and put in 
quarantine because men refused to obey shore leave orders. 
Under the La Follette law 75 per cent of the crew Buist 
speak English and hence crews for American vessels cannot 
be maintained in foreign waters where only Chinese, Malays, 
Lascars and Filipinos are obtainable as sailors or can endure 
the climate. 
Now the crews go a step farther and will not sail unless 
the officers belong to officers union. 
Haines showed that 
only the government could operate ships hereafter under sub­ 
sidies falling upon the taxpayers, a s,ship owners had no 
right to handle their own vessels.

The income- tax law allows a par­ 
son, in figuring 
his 1919 net ip- 
come, to take credit for contribu­ 
tions made during that year to or­ 
ganisations conducting charitable, 
scientific, educational and religious 
work; to societies for the prevention 
of cruelty to chUdren or animals; 
also to the special fund authoriz­ 
ed by the vocational rehabilitation 
act. 
Before claiming any deduction 
under this provision of the law a 
taxpayer should carefully consider 
what is allowable. There should be 
no guesswork or estimates or setting 
down a lump sum, but the taxpayer 
should show only the contributions 
as he made them and as he can sub­ 
stantiate them. Care should be tak­ 
en that amounts given to individ­ 
uals are not included and that the 
deduction is confined strictly to 
donations daring the year to organ­ 
isations operated without benefit to 
the persons interested in the insti­ 
tution would not be a deductible 
item. 
All donations to churches are de­ 
ductible, including those for mis­ 
sionary funds, church building funds 
pew rents, and church assessments 
and church dues. 
Political Contributions 
The taxpayer should be careful 
to omit any claim for contributions 
to fonds gathered for propaganda 
and political purposes. The allow­ 
able deductions are definitely lim­ 
ited by law to organizations operat­ 
ed exclusively for charitable , scien­ 
tific, educational, or religions pur­ 
poses, for vocational rehabilitation 
and for the prevention of cruelty 
to children and animals. 
After listing his contributions of 
an allowable nature, the taxpayer 
should see that he does not claim an 
amount over the limit established 
by law, which is 15 per cent of the 
year's net income, computed without 
the benefit of this deduction. 
Contributions may be made in 
cash or ottyer property; lf other 
than cash, the value of the proper­ 
ty must be accurately determined. 
Subscriptions or promises to %con- 
tribute should not be considered, 
the allowance providing only for 
contributions actually made. 
Members of a partnership may de 
duct their proportionate share of 
the partnership’s contributions. But 
a partner is limited to 15 per cent 
of his net income on his total con­ 
tribution deduction.

SAN BARNARDINO, Cat* Feb. 27 
— Plans to save the great redwood 
groves up in northern California 
from destruction threatened by lum­ 
bering interests were taken up by 
nature lovers from many parts of 
the country called to a conference 
here today by the “ Save the Red­ 
woods League.*' 
It is the aim of the league to 


secure a belt of the finest redwood 
timber bordering the highway in 
Humboldt county* 
northern 
Cali­ 
fornia, in the hope that this area 
may be made a State Park. 
Plans 
are also being formulated to obtain 
a considerable body of the most 
typical 
primitive 
redwood 
forest 
known for the purpose of a National 
R cd wood Park. 
Recent extension of the California 
highway system through Humboldt 
County has made the magnificent 
redwood forests of the northern 
coast easily accessible to the lovers 
of nature, to the tourist and to im­ 
portant industries dependent upon 
forest products. 
This extended use 
of the highway coming at a time of 
unusual activity following the war. 
it is said, has brought a sudden 
understanding of the value and in­ 
terest of these forests as unique 
wonders of nature.

cerned with the movement to pre­ 
serve portions of these forests. 
Plans of the league involve both 
the establishment of state and na­ 
tional redwood parks. 
Determina­ 
tion of the precise limits of the 
particularly areas to be selected for 
park purposes will be based upon 
carefully prepared report furnished 
by the Committee on Redwoods In­ 
vestigation, including, it is said, the 
most competent authorities in Amer­ 
ica. 
The committee appointed to di­ 
rect the campaign for a National 
Redwood Park in headed by Stephen 
T. Mather, director 
of 
National 
Parks. 
Since the initiation of the cam­ 
paign for preservation of park areas 
in the northern forests rapid ad­ 
vance has been made toward at­ 
taining the objects of the League. 
Through the efforts of citisens of 
Humboldt County and through pri­ 
vate contributions it has been pos­ 
sible to secure a number of tracts 
along the highway upon which lum­ 
bering operations were beginning. 
Prof. Harold C. Bryant, curator 
of the museum of vertebrate zoolo­ 
gy of the University of California, 
has directed the organization plans 
for the conference here. Dean John 
C. Merriman of the University of 
California, who is chairman of the 
executive committee of the league 
will be among the speakers at the 
gathering.
